The election, widely heralded as a moral victory for Dcwcy, as- 


tounded the country. Against odds that seemed insurmountable he polled 
.well over two million votes to lose by less than 68,000. He still appeared 
as the parly's best votc-geucr, although the fact that he was a defeated 
candidate appeared to reduce his prestige to some extent. 


The record shows that defeated candidates have made remarkable 


showings in presidential elections. 
Lincoln could be pointed to for a 


precedent. In 1858 he was defeated in the Illinois legislature for United 
States Senator. 
'Some years previously he had served four terms in 


the state legislature and one term in Congress; he had been defeated for 
senator in 1855; ho had received over a hundred votes for the Repub- 
lican vice-presidential nomination in 185C>. But Lincoln got a majority 
of the popular votes in 1858, and put up so good a losing fight against 
Douglas, perhaps the outstanding Democrat of the day, that the defeated 
.senatorial candidate in 1858 was given the presidential nomination on 
the third ballot, at the Republican national convention of I860. He was 
easily elected after the Democratic parly had split into two camps.

NOW AND THEN ON STATE'S RIGHTS

The first session of the new Congress is not far away. 
Already 
i 


it is being stated that new legislation is to be offered that will seek to 
tasien New Deal theories on to the country. 


A great part, of this legislation is intended to increase authority 


at Washington and to take it away from the state. Many prominent New 
Dealers from time to umc have asserted in effect that the old doctrine 
of state' rights has gone by the board, and that henceforth everything 
must, be engineered by the experts at Washington. 
Hence we have had 


the NRA. the AAA, the TV A and many other pieces of legislation which 
tend to build up centralized control. The doctrine of states' rights, they 
have told us. belongs buck in the Horse and Buggy Age, before the time 
of steam lined trains, airplanes and four-lane highways—especially before 
the era of college professor control at Washington. 


In view of all this new fanglcd theory it is interesting to note 


what the chief of the New Dealers, Mr, Roosevelt himself, had to say 
back in 1930 when he was at the other end of the line, serving as the 
governor o! a state rather than as chief executive of the nation. 
An 


excerpt of a speech made more than eight years ago was recently quoted 
as follows: 


"Let us remember that from the very beginning differences in 


climate, soil, conditions, habits and modes of living in states separated 
by thousands of miles rendered it necessary to give the fullest individual 
latitude to the individual state. Lrt us further remember that the mining 
stales ol the Rockies, the fertile savannas of the South, the prairies of 
the West, and the rocky soil of the New England States have created 
many problems and introduced many factors in each locality, which 
have r.o existence in others. It must be obvious that almost every new 
or old problem of government must be solved, if it is to be solved to the 
satisfaction of the people ot the whole country, by each state in its own 
way."
